The Foreign Office Friday 
night decided to approve the 
entry of Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister N. T. Fedrenko and 
five other Russian officials who 
are scheduled to visit Japan in 
December to exchange ratifica- 
tion instruments for the Japan- 
Soviet interim peace agreements. 

Earlier in the afternoon, Ser- 
gey Tichvinsky, chief of the So- 
viet Fishery Mission in Tokyo, 
called on Agriculture-Forestry 
Minister Ichiro Kono and asked 


_the Japanese Government to 


issue a visa for Fedrenko and 
his party. Kono agreed. 
Government sources believed 
that the Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister would be appointed the 
first Soviet Ambassador to Ja- 
pan following the exchange of 
the ratification documents. 
Shinsaku Hogen, special as- 
sistant to the Foreign Vice-Min- 
ister in charge of European af- 
fairs, instructed the Japanese 
Legation in Stockholm Friday 
night to issue a visa for the So- 
viet mission when requested. 
The instruction was sent im- 
mediately following MHogen's 
meeting with Tichvinsky, who 
visited Hogen at the Foreign 
Office in the evening and con- 
veyed to him the same request 
as that made to Kono in the 
afternoon. 
Earlier the same day, Tich- 
vinsky informally told a Japan 
Socialist delegation that the 


Soviet Union would repatriate 


all Japanese detainees by the 
end of the year and would not 
delay the ratification of the 
Japan-Soviet peace accords. 

Seiichi Katsumata, chairman 
of the Socialist Party’s Diet 
Policy Committee, Shichiro Ho- 
zumi and Shichiro Matsumoto 
called on Tichvinsky at the So- 
viet Fishery Mission. They re- 
quested that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment speed up ratification of 
the Japan-Soviet peace agree- 
ments and repatriation of Japa- 
nese nationals, including those 
detained in back country. 

The Soviet official promised to 
convey the Socialist request to 
his home Government. He also 
added that the Soviet Union 
heartily hopes for friendly rela- 
tions with Japan. 

Meanwhile, the Socialists 
decided at the Diet Policy Com- 
mittee Friday morning to put 


‘the Japan-Soviet peace accords 


to vote in the Upper House on 
Dec. 5, 

The Government and_ the 
Liberal-Democratic Party intend 
to have the Upper House vote 
on the peace accords on Dec. 3 
and then to extend the current 
Diet session to push through 
the Government resolution seek- 
ing the extension of the Strike 
Control Law. 

However, the Socialists want 
to delay the Upper House vote 
as long as possible in an attempt 
to shelve the controversial reso- 
lution. 


Shivemitsu Sees. 
U.N. Entry in Year 


Foreign Minister Mamoru 
Shigemitsu told the press Fri- 
day Japan would most likely be 
admitted to the United Nations 
before the turn of the year since 
all of the U.N. member nations 


- are backing up its entry.

Bonn Parliament 
OK’s Saar Treaty 


BONN, Nov. 30 (Kyodo-UP)— 
The West German Parliament 
registered unanimous approval 
Thursday of the French-Ger- 
man Saar Treaty restoring the 
rich coal and steel territory poli- 
tically to Germany on Jan. l, 
1957. 

The Bundestag (Lower 
House) passed the ratification 
bill without a single opposing 
vote on the first of three sched- 
uled readings, 

The second and third readings 
were expected in about two 
weeks. The bill already has 
passed the first of two readings 
in the Bundesrat (Upper 
House),

MELBOURNE, Nov. 30 (Kyo- 
do-UP)—Smooth stroking Jon 
Henricks of Australia Friday 
night won the Olympic 100- 
meter freestyle championship 
and Australia’s first gold medal 
in the swimming competition. 

Henricks’ time of 55.4 seconds 
was a new Olympic record, 
three-tenths of a second faster 
than his 55.7 mark set Thurs- 
day. 

Ursula Happe gave Germany 
its first swimming gold medal 
of these Games as she won the 
200-meter breaststroke in 2:53.1. 

Nineteen-year-old Jon Devitt, 
a fellow resident of Sydney 
With Henricks, was second to 
give Australia a silver medal 
while the bronze medal for third 
went to Australian Gary Chap- 
man to give the host nation 
for the current Games a com- 
plete sweep in the first swim- 
ming finals, 

Official times were Henricks 
99.4, Devitt 55.8 and Chapman 
56.7. 

Dawn Fraser of Australia 
won the first semifinal in the 
100-meter women’s freestyle 
swimming before a distinguish- 
ed audience which jncluded the 
Duke of Edinburgh. 

Miss Fraser, who broke the 
Olympic record and equalled 
the world’s mark Thursday, 
finished six feet ahead of her 
Australian teammate Faith 
Leech with Joan Rosazza of the

United States third. 

Miss Fraser was clocked in 63 
seconds fiat while Miss Leech, a 
15-year-old Melbourne _— school 
girl was clocked in 65.2 with 
Miss Rosazza timed in 65.9.

Soviet terror in Hungary, 

The Secretary-General, at the 
same time, drafted a report to 
the 79-nation Assembly on his 
efforts to induce the Communist 
Budzpest regime to grant entry 
to himself and U.N. observers. 


He warned in his appeal “a 
situation of the utmost urgency 
has developed” regarding the 
Hungarian refugees, who aré 
mov.ng by the thousands each 
day into Austria in search of 
haven. 


Even as Hammarskjold ¢abled 
his appeal to the various govern- 
ments the American Red. Cross, 
with President Eisenhower's 
blessing, launched a drive for 
a $5,000,000 fund to care for 
and clothe Hungarian refugees.

US. Reveals 
Readiness to 
Aid Baghdad 
Pact Four 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (INS) 
—The U.S. warned Thursday it 
would view “with the utmost 
gravity” any threat of force 


Members of the Baghdad Pact 
—Iraq, Turkey, Pakistan and 
Iran, 

The unusual statement, issued 
with the approval of President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles, was 
obviously directed against Syria 
and the Soviet Union, 

The Russians have been pour- 
ing arms into Syria in recent 
weeks in violation of a United 
Nations resolution and Syria, 
under a Moscow-influenced miili- 
tary triumvirate, has been mak- 
ing threats in the direction of 
Iraq. 

The U.S. warning came after 
the leaders of Pakistan, Iraq, 
Turkey and Iran concluded a 
meeting at Baghdad reaffirming 
their mémbership in the Middle 
East Treaty Organization and 
their determination to seek a 
“peaceful and lasting settlement 
of problems in the area. 

The four nations urged that 
the US. join the Western-spon- 
sored pact but an American offi- 
cial said that Thursday's state- 


ment indicated that answer 
would be no. 

He said the statement 
“says, in effect, that the 


United States continues its 
policy of full support for the 
Baghdad Pact but is not at pres- 
ent contemplating joining.”

View Syria Threat 

LONDON, Nov. 30 (Kyodo- 
UP)—The threat of a new 
Middle East flareup over Red- 
infiltrated Syria brought crisis 
talks between Britain, France 
and Turkey Friday and a sud- 
den barrage of veiled threats 
from Russia. 

Turkish warnings that con: 
flict may break out between 
Syria and its Baghdad Pact 
neighbors coincided with an all- 
out Moscow attack on Western 
“provocations” against Syria, 
Russia’s sudden new partner in 
the Middle East. 

The Syrian threat of becom- 
ing a second front in the 
troubled eastern Mediterranean 
was rapidly overtaking the dor- 
mant Suez crisis. 

Authoritative sources said act- 
ing Turkish Foreign Minister 
Ethem Menderes _ personally 
warned his British counterpart 
Selwyn Lloyd at lunch Friday 
that Iraq might resort to vio- 
lence to prevent Syria becoming 
the first outright Soviet satellite 


in the Middle East. 
Turkey, linked to _ Iraq

Another possibility might be 
that some of the countries need 
more ships to boost their trade 
activities. Here again perhaps 
Japan can be of help. 

If these obstacles are Over- 
come, we may be able to pur- 
chase more goods from that re- 
gion at prices no higher than 
those in others.

Debt Payment Schedule 


Japan and the Philippines 
Friday exchanged notes con- 
cluding the reparations schedule 
for the first 1956-57 year with 
payments amounting to Y¥9,000 
million. 


The notes were exchanged 
between Koichi Takagi, chief 
of the Foreign Office Reparations 
Section, and Minister Caesar Z. 
Lanuza, chief of the Philippines 
Reparations Mission in Japan. 

The schedule covers the one- 
year period retroactive to July 
23, this year. It is divided into 
two categories, 

Under Category A, ¥5,014 mil- 
lion worth of goods and services 
for specific development projects 
will be allocated. The projects 
under this category comprise 
public highways, irrigation and 
river control, waterworks sys- 
tem, ports and harbors, public 
buildings, rural electrification, 
railroad extension to Cagayan, 
cottage industries, vocational 
training equipment and agricul- 


tural equipment and machinery. 

In Category B are services 
amounting to ¥3,986 million for 
survey and salvage of sunken 
vessels, service in processing, 
training of Filipinos in Japan 
and expenses of the Philippine 
Mission in Tokyo, 

Commodities included in pro 
jects under Category A are 91, 
790 tons of cement, 49,145 tons 
of steel products, 29 sets of con- 
struction machinery, 11 tractors, 
17 sets of machine tools, 157 
automobiles, 302 railway vehi- 
cles and 85 ships. 

The schedule was compiled 
after a series of negotiations 
between representatives of the 
two countries since the effectiva- 
tion of the $550 million repara- 
tions agreement July 23, this 
year. The’ Japanese Govern- 
ment approved it at a regular 
Cabinet session Friday. 

The schedule will be revised 
whenever deemed necessary be- 
tween the two countries,

Pneumonia Down 
As Cause of Death 


GENEVA (Reuter)—A “dra- 
matic decline” in the number of 
deaths from pneumonia has re- 
sulted from the use of penicillin 
and other antibiotics, according 
to a report published here by 
the World Health Organization 
(WHO). 


This decline ranges from 14.1 


per cent in Portugal to 62.1 per 
cent in New Zealand. 


‘Nevertheless pneumonia still 
ranks among the 10 diseases 
causing the greatest number of 
deaths in the developed coun- 
tries. It remains one of the 
three leading causes of death 
among infants, and is even more 
serious among the aged. 


Most lives have been saved 
from pneumonia in New Zea- 
land, Switzerland, Italy, the 
Netherlands, the United States 
and Sweden, with decreases jn 
mortality ranging from 62.1 to 
53.1 per cent. 


Next come Norway, Denmark, 
Canada, Pinland, Austria, Scot- 
land, Ireland, Germany and Ja- 
pan, with a drop of 46.3 to 32.6 
per cent. 


Figures for South Africa, 
Northern Ireland, England, 
Wales and Portugal go from 
62.2 to 14.1 per cent. 


Only exceptions in this gen- 
eral and strongly marked trend 
are to be found among people 
over 80 in a few ecuntries such 
as France, Finland, Britain and 
Portugal, where an increase in 
pneumonia deaths is recorded 
for certain years.

MELBOURNE, Nov. 30 (Kyo- 
do-UP)—Japan’s featherweight 
wrestler Shozo Sasahara jumped 
a major hurdle blocking his path 
to an Olympic gold medal Friday 
with a masterly defeat of Tur- 
key’s Bayam Sit. 


The decision was unanimous, 

The rugged world champion 
took on the 1952 Helsinki Olym- 
pic gold medal winner and best- 
ed him at all stages. 

Minoru Iizuka of Japan easily 
disposed of A. Diaz of Argen- 
tina to win. The pin came in 
five and one-half minutes. 

The 23-year-old Niigata ban- 
tamweight kept alive his 
chances of eventual victory Dy 
scoring the pin. lizuka already 
has four penalty points charged 
age'ost h'-- and a fifth would 
have been added if he had won 
by a decision. 

Hard-luck Tadashi Asai twice 
lifted Frenchman Andre Zoeta 
and slammed him to the mat 
Friday to win his fiyweight 
Olympic bout. 

With Friday’s clear-cut vic- 
tory, he kept his medal hopes 
alive despite the fact that only 
one penalty point remains be- 
tween him and elimination.

Japanese Cotton Blouses 


No Longer Issue in 


‘By SHELDON WESSON 


With the exception of some 
dissent from the sidelines, the 
leaders of the American blouse 
industry appear to agree that 
Japanese cotton blouses are no 
longer an “issue.” 

A survey of reaction in the 
New York market toward recent 
quota negotiations concerning 
blouses found that many manu- 
facturers were apathetic, and 
haven't even been following the 
news of the statistical jugglings 
which have dominated the so- 
called “negotiations” between 
Washington and Tokyo on 1957 
textile product quotas. 


Fashion the Factor 


A typical view was expressed 
by Jack Rosenthal of Judy 
Bond, Inc., president of the Na- 
tional Association of Blouse 
Manufacturers, who said that 
the sole factor in today’s mar- 
ket is fashion and not price. 

“The Japanese cannot keep 
up with the United States in 
fashion. Furthermore, women 


want no-care fabrics and they] 


weren’t getting that in the 
cheap imports,” Really cheap 
geods, he said, have lost their 
a peal. 

“We've seen what thcy (the 
Japanese) can do. Everybody 
stayed alive.

American manufacturers be- 
lieve that the quotas which are 
now in effect on blouses are of 
greater significance to the Japa- 
nese themselves than they are 
to the American competition. 
The quotas saved Japanese 
goods from a debacle in the U.S. 
market—as witness the damage 
done to prices and to orderly 
distribution by the flood of 
blouses that descended on the 
market last spring, which re- 
sulted in turn from the previ- 
ous fall’s overordering, when 
quotas loomed. 

The heavy inventories that 
were a plague last June have 
now beén liquidated; retailers’ 
confidence has Leen restored. 

Importers, too, seems relieved 
that the wrangling is over. One 
expressed it in terms that “half 
a loaf is better than none. When 
we had too much merchandise 
.-».it caused indigestion.” 

Japanese Gloves 

On another front, American 
wool knit glove manufacturers 
are reviving their cry against 
Japanese goods, and are reviv- 
ing their request for a Federal 
investigation. (This industry 
lost a tariff appeal case a couple 
of years ago.)

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Danger in Syria 

Fresh sources of discord are threatening in the Middle 
East—aiready intensely agitated by the Egyptian situation, 
the Arab-Israel dispute and kindred issues. . 

Syria is the focus of the new danger to international 
peace. The U.S. State Department said outright on W ednes- 
day that Soviet Russia is “adding to tensions” by shipping 
arras to Syria, and American officials revealed that more than 
$20,000,000 worth of Communist military equipment had 
been delivered, including light tanks, armored cars and 
troop carriers, machine guns and some artillery. It was 
disclosed at the same time that the American Ambassador 
had wr Sor to Syria his Government’s concern over 
the continued Soviet arms deliveries. 


On Thursday the American State Department took a 
further step and said, in a statement approved by President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State Dulles, that the United 
States would view “with the utmost gravity” any threat 
to the territorial integrity or political independence of 
Turkey, Pakistan, Iraq and Iran. 

These four countries constitute, of course, with Britain, 
the Baghdad Pact Powers, the anti-Communist alliance that 
Moscow has so bitterly opposed since its outset. 

In addition, the Canadian Minister of External Affairs, 
Mr. Pearson, describes the situation in Syria as one of 
immediate gravity. He says there are reports that Russian 
penetration is going on in that country to an alarming 
extent and he expresses the hope that the United Nations 
police force’s authority in the Middle East will be extended, 
‘ if it is needed, to deal with the problems in Syria. 


We certainly think that some action should be set in 
motion before the situation grows too serious and that the 
United Nations is the proper place for this. 

Turkey has now been definitely drawn into the picture. 
The Turkish radio has criticized Syria for accepting Soviet 
arms, accused her of posting troops in a menacing manner 
along the Lebanon border and charged that Syrian and Egyp- 
tian agents are attempting to stir up internal trouble in 
both Lebanon and Iraq. 


On the other hand, Mr. Anwar Sadat, former Egyptian 
Minister of State, accuses Turkey of planning to attack 
Syria and warns her that if she ever carried out such a 
plan she might find herself at war with Russia. According 
to him, Turkey hopes by an attack on Syria to draw that 
country into the orbit of the Baghdad Pact—a rather 
fantastic supposition. 

Whatever these mutual recriminations may portend, 
there can hardly be any doubt that the situation developing 
in the Middle East is not to be separated from Moscow's 
active opposition to the Baghdad Pact as part of the West- 
ern Powers’ plan for the containment of the Communist 
bloc—or, as Moscow would put it, system for the encircle- 
ment of Russia. 


The Western Powers’ view is that both NATO and the 
Baghdad Pact were rendered necessary because of the am- 
bitions of the Communist bloc, headed by Soviet Russia, to 
dominate as much of the world as possible. Where they 
see defense, Moscow only feels encirclement, and, it would 
appear, now conceives the idea that the Middle East, under 
the prevailing circumstances, is a convenient place to break 
that encirclement. | : 

Although there are other factors of moment, herein 
lies the fundamental reason for a seething mass of intrigues 
and threats to what order has hitherto existed in this part 
of the world. The great danger is that all these factors, 
=e together, may lead to an open conflict on a large 
scale. 

The Soviet Union is undoubtedly seizing upon this 
moment when the policies of the United States and Britain 
remain uncoordinated to further complicate a terribly con; 
fused situation. It would certainly not redound to the 
benefit of the Arab world if they should dance to the tune 
played in the Kremlin or, for that matter, in any other 
government with selfish interests in this part of the globe. 


Peace in the Middle East is important to the peace 


of the world, and the hope is held that calm and wise 


counsel will prevail among the leaders of the Arab nations 
now embroiled in a new conflict which is not entirely of 
their own making. : 

It seems clear that at the back of everything that is 
happening is the mutual suspicion between the Free World 
and the Communist bloc but this mutual suspicion ought 
to be susceptible of being allayed through that cooperation 
which could be reached in the United Nations. We may 
well ask in the name of humanity if this part of the problem 
is insoluble.

Southeast Asia. Stressing that 
Communist China and India 
are powerful nations in dsia, 
the paper hoped that the two 
leacers would discuss means to 
‘make Britain, France and the 
Soviet Un-5a give up their mili- 
tary actions in Egypt and Hun- 
gary. Regarding the United 
States-Communist China prob- 


lem, the paper pointed out that. 


Peiping should reconsider its 
present behavior so that U.S. 
distrust of Communist China 
may be wiped out. Otherwise, 
Nehru will find it difficult to 
offer his good offices as a media- 
tor between the two disputing 
nations.

Her New Status in F amily of Nations Raises Various Problems 


If all goes well, Japan will 
be admitt:d to the United Na- 
tions before the end of the year 
1956. 

Her joining the U.N. signifies 
the return to the family of na- 
tions of the “problem child” of 
the 30’s after Japanese Delegate 
Yosuke Matsuoka walked out of 
a session of the Council of the 
League of Nations in 1933. 

A product of the recent So- 
viet-Japanese negotiations, this 
is one foreign policy matter on 
which there seems to be no par- 
tisan disagreement in the coun- 


v. 

Tho most fundamental, 
though abstract, advantage to 
be found in the new status for 
Japan would be the fact that 
it automatically removes her 
stigma of “aggressor” since a 
U.N, Me:aber is, ipso facto, a 
“peace-loving” state. (U.N. 
Charter Art. 4, Par. 1) 

There are other conceivably 
more concrete advantages for 
Japan as a Momber state, how- 
ever. 

As the Charter stands, even 
a non-Member state. is author- 
ized to bring to the attention 
of the Security Council or Gen- 
eral Assembly “any dispute to 
which it is a party if it ac- 
cepts in advance, for the pur- 
— of the dispute, the ob- 
igations of pacific settlement 
provided in the Charter.” 


Never Appealed 


Thus, Japan could have ap- 
pealed to the U.N. to help her 
settle some of the disputes she 
has had with her neighbors dur- 
ing the last decade. But she 
has never done so for technical 
reasons. According to  prece- 
dents in this regard, deter- 
mination by the U.N. of whether 
a certain issue is a “dispute” or 
not has not always been easy. 

On the other hand, a Member 
state is slightly more privileged. 

It may bring to the attention 
of the U.N. not only “disput.” 
but any “situation which might 
lead to international friction or 
give rise to a dispute.” 

This means that a matter 
Which Japan could not have 
been able to bring to the atten- 
tion of the U.N. in the past may 
be submitted, if it can be con- 
sidered a “situation” which 
threatens to develop into a dis- 
pute. A practical possibility in 


this regard is the pending state ! 


of disharmony between Japan 
and the Republic of Korea. 

On the side of obligations as 
a Member, Japan, of course, will 
have to fill her share of the U.N, 
cost, which is apportioned 
among the Member nations 
largely on, the basis of the per 
capita income of each country, 

Since the total estimated 
budget for the United Nations 
for 1955 was $46,963,800, and the 
U.S. share one-third of it, an 
approximate estimate for 
Japan’s financial responsibility 
may be $1,500,000 (assuming 
the Japanese per capita nation- 
al income to be one-tenth of 
that of the U.S.). 


Japan's Obligation 
A technical question which 
has come into public attention 
is Japan’s obligation as a Mem- 
ber with regard to the funda- 
mental function of the U.N. as 


prescribed in Art. 1 of the 
Charter: 
“To maintain international 


‘peace and security, and to that 


end: to take effective collective 
measures for the prevention and 
removal of threats of the 
peace,...” 

How concretely this may be 
achieved is stated in Art. 2, Par. 
5: “All Members shall give the 
United Nations every assistance 
in any action it takes in ac- 
cordance with the present Char- 
ter.” 

These provisions do not auto- 
matically mean, however, that 
every Member state is to sub- 
mit a military contingent. - 

There must first be an agree- 
ment signed between Member 
state and the Security Council 
for the U.N. use of “armed 
forces, assistance, and facilities, 
including rights of passage, 
necessary for the purpose of 
maintaining international peace 
and security.” (Art. 43) 

Furthermore, such an agree- 
ment jis subject to ratification by 
the signatory state in accor- 
dance with the provisions in its 
own constitution.

Council has concluded such an 
agreement wii the Security 
Council, And therefore, there 
is little likelihood of Japan be- 
ing called upon to make such 
an arrangement in the foresee- 
able future, 

Potentially more controversial 
is the question which has 
arisen from Art. 78, 

Bearing on Okinawa 

It reads: “The trusteeship sys- 
tem shall not apply to ter- 
ritories which have become 
Members of the United Nations, 
relationship among which shall 
be based on respect for the 
principle of sovereign equality,” 

Construing the article for its 
face value, some quarters here 
have wondered if this had a 
bearing on the status of QOki- 
nawa and the Ogasawara is- 
lands, which are now under 
U.S: mandate by the terms of 
the San Francisco Peace Treaty. 

Last Sunday, for instance, 
Labor-Farmer Representative 
Haruo Okada brought up the 
question in the session of the 
Lower House Ad Hoc Commit- 
tee on the U.S..Japan Joint Dec. 
laration. 

His position was that in view 
of this provision and also of 
Art. 103, which states “in the 
‘event of a conflict between the 
obligations of the Members of 
the United Nations ,.. and their 
obligations under any other in- 
ternational agreement, their ob- 
ligations under the present 
Charter shall prevail,” Okinawa 
cannot be made a U.N. trustee- 
ship, as foreseen in the San 
Francisco Peace Treaty. 


“In the spirit of the U.N, 
Charter, Okinawa and Ogasa- 
wara should be returned to Ja- 
pan,” asserted Okada. 

To Whole Areas 

Representing the Government, 
Director Takezo Shimoda of the 
Treaty Bureau, Foreign Office, 
replied in effect that Art. 78 
concerned such nonsevereign 
areas as the Sudan which upon 
becoming independent and U.N, 
Members, may not be made 
U.N. trust territories. In short, 
it applies to the cases of whole 


areas attaining sovereignty, the 
official explained, and not to 
Okinawa, which is only a part 
of Japanese territory. 


Treaty expert Shimoda re- 
vealed that this interpretation 
was based on previous consulta- 
tions with the United States and 
other countries. 


What appears to be in support 
of this stand is Art. 107 of the 
Charter, which reads: 


“Nothing in the present Char- 
ter shall invalidate or preclude 
action, in relation to any state 
which during the Second World 
War has been an enemy of any 
signatory to the present Char- 
ter, taken or authorized as a re- 
sult of that war by the govern- 
ments having responsibility for 
such action.” 


But anterior to the argument 
is the fact that the United States 
seems to have no intention of 
ag the motion to the U.N. 
to ke Okinawa a U.N. trust 
area. As long as the U.S. fails 
to take the action, the disputed 
islands will remain on the pres- 
ent status, 


Socialist Stand — 


Although the Socialist Party 
has not yet indicated its official 
stand on the question, it will 
presumably do so before long; 
this week, the matter is believ- 
ed to have been taken up by 
its leaders, 

When the Socialists do take 
a stand, it is likely to be one 
that generally follows the line 
of reasoning used by the Labor- 
Farmer Representatives. 

The most practical and im- 
mediate of all the problems to 
face Japan as a U.N. member, 
however, will be that of person- 
nel to constitute the Japanese 
delegation assigned to the U.N, 
headquarters at New York. 

Having had no opportunity for 
more than two decades, to par- 
ticipate in international confer- 
ences of U.N. import, Japan 
lacks experience in this partic- 
ular field. How she can fulfill 
her obligations and assert her- 
self will depend to a great ex- 
tent on her representatives to 


take actual part in U.N. sessions, .

‘Re-Stalinization P’ 


WASHINGTON—The ominous 
word, “re-Stalinization,” is be- 
ing heard more and more often 
in the experts’ analyses of the 
current development of Soviet 
policy, 

Even today, ‘even after the un- 
Speakable horror of the blood 
bath in Hungary, the betting is 
still somewhat against a, “re- 
Stalinization.” A complete re- 
turn to the methods and policies 
of their late master and teacher, 
Josef Stalin, would be difficult 
and risky for the present mas- 
ters of the Kremlin. But for the 
first time since the great post- 
Stalin change in the Kremlin; 
a decisive return to all Stalin’s 
methods and policies is now be- 
ginning to be considered as at 
least quite possible, although not 
yet probable. 

The evidence is positive, more- 
over, that the Soviet leaders are 
still debating their future 
course, and that the alternative 
of “re-Stalinization” has by no 
means been excluded. For exam- 
ple, a few days prior to Wladys- 
law Gomulka’s departure for 
Moscow, apparently authorita- 
tive reports came from high 
Satellite sources that the Krem- 
lin was preparing to crush both 
the newly independent Poland 
and Marshal Tito’s Yugoslavia. 
The basic military dispositions 
for a Soviet move against Po- 
land had been made even before 
these reports were received. 

Keeping two strings to their 
bow whenever possible is of 
course the first rule of Soviet 
policy-making. Most likely the 
military dispositions were pre- 
cautionary and the satellite 
leaders who definitely expected 
military action against Poland 
had been purposely misled, 
After all, it would help the So- 
viet rulers to soften up Gomul- 
ka for his time at the Kremlin 
bargaining-table, if they let 
Gomulka know in advance that 


they were considering military 


action.

Most likely, in fact, the true 
situation was discerned by one 
of the ablest European obsery- 
ers in Moscow, who warned 
his government of the possi- 
bility of an attack on Poland, 
but predicted that it would not 
take place unless Gomulka im- 
pressed the Soviet rulers as too 
rebellious and _intransigent. 
This warning was conveyed be- 
fore Gomulka’s arrival in Mos- 
cow and thus far, fortunately, 
the Soviet-Polish conversations 
seem to be going rather well. 
Yet as sound a judge of So- 
viet intentions as Marshal Tito 
of Yugoslavia has also been im- 
pressed by the possibility of a 
sudden Soviet reversion to un- 
restrained savagery. Perhaps 


- in response to the same reports 


from the satellites mentioned 
above, Tito some time ago 
ordered his considerable army 
to strengthen the defenses of 
the Hungarian and Bulgarian 
frontiers. This was noted by 
Western representatives at Rei- 
grade. To their alarmed in- 
quiries, the Yugoslav spokes- 
men replied that Tito certainiv 
did not expect an attatck, but 
was also unable to rule out the 


possibility. 
Further confirmation that 
Tito fears a Kremlin victory tor 


a faction urging re-Stalinization 
is also contained in the Yugo- 


slay leader’s truly remarkable 
speech on the events in Poland 
and Hungary. In this speech, 
Tito not only offered the first 
authoritative account of the de- 
bate within the Kremlin. He 
further seemed to hint that the 
Stalinist faction, presumably 
headed by Viacheslavy Molotov, 
currently had the upper hand. 
c it . 


Finally, it is very obvious 
that the grim and terrible situa- 
tion in Hungary must be drag- 
ging the Soviet rulers in the di- 
rection of re-Stalinization. Judg- 
ing by the reports from Buda- 

st, there seems to be very 
little doubt that Soviet policy- 
makers now have only two re- 
maining choices. Either they 
must rule Hungary by bloody, 
naked, unrelenting force. Or 
they must completely relax their 
grip on Hungary, even though 
they will thus permit Hungary 
to be transformed into an active 
anti-Soviet state on their bor- 
ders. 

The first alternative is physi- 
cally possible. A great power 
like the Soviet Union can still 
“make a solitude and call it 
peace”—a remark that was al- 
legedly first made 18 cen- 
turies ago by a painted British 
chieftain about Britain’s Romen 
occupiers. The second Hungar- 
ian alternative is supremely al- 
arming to the Kremlin; and if 
Hungary were the only problem, 
they would surely choose to rule 
by force. But if they are driven 
to rule Hungafy by force aione, 
then the fate of Poland will be 
sealed too in the end—not prob- 
ably while Gomulka is in Mos- 
cow, but as time goes on and 
the bloody policy of Hungary 
generates blcodiness everywhere. 
At worst, however, an attack on 
Poland would risk a third world 
war. At best, moreover, on the 
rule of bloodiness generating 
more bloodiness, making war on 
Poland would eventually force 
the Soviet rulers to renew their 
war against their own people. 
These dangers are the great de- 
terrents, which still make re- 
Stalinization only possible rather 
than probable.

Young Brother Day 


December was formerly often 
called Otodono-tsuki (young 
brother’s month) while January 
was named Taro-zuki (elder 
brother’s month). The first day 
of December was called Otodono- 
tsuitachi or young brother's 
first day. In the old days, a spe- 
cial fete was held on this day 
in Yedo and many sections of 
the country. It is still observ- 
ed in some rural districts, 


It has been believed that 
when one eats mochi or rice 
cake on the day, he will not 
suffer any river calamity. So it 
is also called Kawawatari- 
matsuri or the river crossing 
festival. People in_ districts 
where it was necessary to cross 
rivers by boats daily were eager 
to observe the fete and eat 
mochi to insure their safety. 


In many localities, boys go 
around peddling mochi early in 
the morning of the day shout- 
ing “Kawawatari-mochi.” In 
some places they believe that 
when you buy the cake and cast 
it into the river, you will be 
safe from the attack of kappa, 
a traditional sprite that pulls 
one into the river. In other 
places, it is said that if one fails 
to make the mochi on the day 
and eat it, he is bound to meet 
some unexpected calamity while 
crossing a bridge or a river, 


In Echigo districts, on the In- 
land Sea, there is a story about 


the origin of the custom of eat-| S===aaam 


ing the mochi on Dec. 1. At 
the battle of Kawanakajima be- 
tween Uesugi Kenshin and Ta- 
keda Shingen in the middle of 
the 16th century, Uesugi rose 
early one day, and ordering 
mochi to be made, fed his sol- 
diers well with it. Thus streng- 
thened, his troop crossed the 
river and won a great victory 
against Takeda’s forces. This 
is how the custom of boys sell- 
ing mochi in the morning and 
all eating it, it is said. Recent- 
ly, however, the mochi eating 
fete is held in some places on 
Jan. 1 instead of on Dec, 1,
